Perugia, and was one of the mandi 
dates for whom the old Pope reserved

Peed remained, however, cardinal 
in PettO in spite of the good offices 
of the King of the Belgians, who so 
licited Pope Tins IX to fulfill the be 
ncvolent intentions of his predecessor. 
Seven years elapsed before Pius IX 
came to the resolution to do justice to 
the candidate of Gregory's choice, and 
thus the delay was owing to the ill will 

rjf Cardinal Antonelli, who dreaded the 

influence of this able man over tire 
Pope's mind. 

On the 19th of December, isr>:$. lVe 

ci received his hat, but for many years 
was left at his See of Perugia, the 
Cardinal Secretary of State standing 
iu the vfSy of any preferment.

Staunton, Vn., Feb. 18, 1878. 
My Dear Mr. Rimcn : — Thanks to 
God, I have enjoyed my visit much 
more than I expected. 1 have been 
here exactly two weeks to-day. I am 
about starting for Petersburg, Rich- 
mond, and Norfolk this morning. I 
find it hard to part with my warm 
friends in this place, because Staunton 
was my pleasant home much longer 
than any other place. The principal 
and officers of this institution have done 
all they could to make my stay with 
them pleasant, for which I owe many 
(hanks to God. My friends want me 
to stay here much longer and I would 
most gladly do so, but for my mission 
work which will not permit it. 

Truly. I have found no pleasant 
place like Staunton, at a home. I 
have received many invitations to dine 
and take tea, but I am sorry I shall 
hare to leave some of them undone. I 
leave this pleasant place this morning 
for Petersburg, Richmond, and Nor- 
folk in all of which places I expect to 
hold services this week. I have got 
to work in earnest again till I reach 
New Orleans, at which placo I expect 
to arrive by the lRt of April.

Kmtou Journal : — As correspondent 
for the Journal, it is my grave duty 
to inform its readers of tho death of 
Mr William Welsh, whose long life 
had been useful and charitable. He 
died very suddenly last Monday, at tho 
Wills Hospital, on Race street, where 
he had entered, on business with a 
committeo of the Board of Directors 
of City Trusts. His attention waB 
called to a gas jet, which needed somo 
alteration. While looking up at the 
gas burner, he said that if ho had been 
called to attend to it the previous week 
he should have changed it. At that 
moment he turned vary pale, and fell 
to the floor. It was ascertained that 
he was dead, and soon the sad intelh 
gence Of his death was published in 
th" newspaper;; and spread throughout 
the .ity, and a telegram was sent to 
Hon. John Welsh, Minister to Eng- 
land, informing him of the sudden 
death of his brother. The Coroner 
held an inquest on Mr. Welsh's body, 
and found that death was caused by 
fatty degeneration of the heart. Last 
Thursday afternoon his funeral was 
largely attended.

He was a Director of the Pennsylva-

pany, and several banks. About ten 
yoars ago ho was a Director of Girard 

College, and, in consequence of his 
zeal, he was elected President of the 
"< Hrard Trust" and was annually unan- 
imously reelected to the same posi 
Hon. He took groat interest in trying 
to promote the usefulness of the col- 
logo. He devoted some of his time in 
forming new plans for the improve- 
ment of the college buildings. During 
his pr, of (Ii,. -Oirard Trust" 

he took a great interest in it and was 
/..ilons in improving it. In the year 
1877 it was found necessary to put up 
a new additional building on the 
grounds, near the college, for tho ac- 
commodation of more children. Ac- 
cordingly Mr. Welsh concluded to form 
a plan for the management of the new 
building. He found that he had not 
money enough to pay for it. but he, 
however, strove to cconoiuire the moans 
till the money was adequate to pay for 
the new building. Accordingly it was 
erected After its completion, a short 
mv, a number of mole children 
were admitted. 



help him in writing, from early eve- 
ning till 10. or 11 o'clock in the night. 
In the year 1875, it was found that 
our institution could not possibly ac 
commodate more than two hundred 
and fifty pupils. Mr. Welsh decided to 
enlarge it, and he enforced upon the 
Directors the necessity of erecting the 
new buildings. Fortunately his plan 
was adopted and the new buildings 
were put up. During the erection of 
these buildings he came here and ex 
•mined the workmanship, and tho ma- 
terials that were being used. If Mr. 
Welsh had died before tho establish 
ment of the new buildings, I suppose 
that we should not have them now. It 
il very fortunate that we have such 
comfortable edifices There are three 
hundred and twenty -one pupils here, 
and we could not all be here, if the 
additional buildings had not been 
erected. 

About eight years ago he saw that 
the Indian tribes of this country were 
not getting along successfully, and 
he desired to ameliorate their con 
dition and convert them to Christiani- 
ty. In tho year 1871 he, with some 
leading citizens, wont to Washington 
with tho idea of securing better treat 
ment of the Indians. He talkod with 
General Grant in regard to their 
progress and condition. After his in- 
teresting arguments General Grant 
appointed him as a commissioner of 
the Indian tribes. Subsequently he 
selected a number of missionaries, and, 
with them, visited the tribes. He took 
B deep interest and prominent part in 
civilizing and christianizing these, and 
they became great friends bo him. 
They felt confidence in him, for he had 
treated them kindly, and never, cheat 
od them ; yet they would not trust in 
the other whites, because they had 
often cheated them out of their land or 
other property. Tho affairs of the In- 
dian commission were going on pros- 
perously, for Mr. Welch had long 
striven to attain the improvement of 
tho Indians' oondition. Ho paid a vis- 
it to them several times. About three 
months ago the Indians wore dissatis- 
fied, and somo of tho Chiefs wont to 
Washington, in order to express their 
dissatisfaction. Some prominent men 

d. They 
said they would not talk with any man 
evcept Mr. Welsh, because they did 
not know whether they would be told 
the truth or not. Then Mr. Welsh 
was called to Washington. They talk 
cd with him, and believed all that he 
said. This shows that he was an hon- 
est and good man. He was very lib- 
eral to Nan churches, one of which ho 
attended on Sundays. That was St. 
Mark's Church, in Frankfort. He and 
his wife established Bible elaaaea and 
mothers' meetings there. Ho took a 
great interest in church improvements 
and the cxtention of itB usefulness. 
He was a great philanthropist He 
loaves a wife, three daughters and three 
sons.
